The reappointment of James C. Mar- 
THEWws of Albany; N. Y., to succeed 
FREDERICK DouGLassas Recorder of Deeds 
for the District of Columbia after the Sen- 
ate had passed.upon and. rejected’ the 
nomination, is-one of the President’s 
most questionable and least excusable 
acts. , 
objectionable as an attempt to im- 
pose upon the disfranchised people 
of the District a carpet-bagger as 
the holder of their most lucrative 
and important local office. In re- 
jecting it without regard’ to the color, 
character, or qualifications of MaTTHEWS, 
the Senate can insist that it did so from 
a proper regard for the manifest and 
strenuous opposition of the Distriet peo- 
ple. Even if they are not allowed to 
choose their own local officials, as is done 
by their fellow citizens everywhere else in 
the United States, it would. still be in 
harmony with Democratic ideas and 
institutions to appoint a resident 
4 aeceptable to the people of the 
District: And if the President wished | 
to reward the services which: had 
been rendered to the party in Albany 
under his own eye by MATTHEWS, or to 
make of him a conspicuous example of 
the willingness of white Democrats to 
fraternize and share the offices with 
colored: Democrats, that object might 
have been more appropriately accom- 
plished by giving him some good Federal 
office in New Tork, where he is known 
and where his services were rendered. To 
insist on cramming him down the throats 
of a disfranchised but protesting popula- 
tion, is like admitting that the Adminis- 
tration dare not give a negro an office in 
any community where Democrats can 
vote. 

But the reappointment of a man whose 
nomination has been formally passed 
upon and for any reason rejected by the 
Senate is a very grave error. The 111 
vetoes: which the President has fired off 
in eight months have sufficiently shown 
his contempt for the judgment of both 
houses of Congress, irrespective of party. 
But this reappointment is not only made 
in aggressive contempt of the Senate’s 
veto power over appointments, but in ap- 
parent contempt of the Constitution 
which confers that power. If the 
veto. of the Senate is not con- 
clusive against the right of the Presi- 
dent to put MaTTHEwWs in that office, then 
is the veto power over appointments con- 
ferred in vain on the Senate and the Presi- 
dent hasthe power to fill the offices re- 
gardless of the Senate, and regardless: of 
the plainest intent and meaning of the 


The Senate may have erred in rejecting 
this appointment, as it certainly has erred 
in confimgming some of the President's nom- 
inees, some who have since been rail- 
roaded to the Penitentiary, some whe are 
on their way there, and some whom he 
himself hasremoved on discovering their 
true ‘character. But this is not a 
question as to the character and 
qualifications of MaATTHEWs; it is a ques- 
tion of high constitutional right, and if 
it is a very serious thing for a President to 
exercise a disputed and doubtful power, 
it is surely a very grave error, something 
worse than a mistake about the merits of 
an appointment, for him to do what is | 
plainly a nullification of a power unques- 
tionably conferred on the Senate. 

Congress is expressly authorized by the 
Constitution to.vest in the courts the 
appointing power now exercised. by the 
President and Senate, excepting only a 
few of the principal offices. If Congress is 
to be treated as-the mere butt. of. Execu- 
tive contempt, and the offices. are to be 
disposed of regardless of the Senate’s 
veto, the propriety of cutting down the 
President's patronage to some extent 
will soon be forced upon the attention of 
the country.

Rumor has it that during his college 
days at the New York University he met and 
loved the daughter of one of the leading Dem- 
ocratic statesmen of that time. She was a 
beautiful girl, charming alike im the graces of 
her person and her inteliectuality. Her beauty 
and wit attracted many snitors, but Mr. Tit 
den’s culture and rare qualities of mind capti- 
vated her. He was a brilliant conversational- 
ist and had lofty aspirations, andthe evidences 
ot his ability to achieve prominence were so 
marked that the beantiful girl pledged her 
heart and fortunes to his keeping. They were 
engaged tobe married in the spring of 1847, 
the year after Mr. Tilden had become a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature.

WANT LOWER RATES. 


New York Dry Goods Men Demand a 
Change in Freight Classification. 


New Tonk, August 14.—Many dry goods job- 
bers who have not taken part in the efforts to 
induce railroa:rurning out of New York to 
change freight ciassifications, so that the 
cheaper grades of dry goods in original and 
assorted packages may be includedin the third 
and fourth classes, are indignant at what they 
call an aspersion cast upon their trade by the 


roposal to enact a law making it a misde- 
eanor to ship ‘‘any freight under any name 
or class other then that to which it right- 
fully belongs, according to the official classifi - 
cation of the railroads or transportation com- 
pany by which the frieght is shipped.“ In. 
r to the matter yesterday, Daniel Rob- 
nson of the Grin of H. B. Claflin & Co., and 
a member of the Dry Goods Men's Committee, 
said: No honorable jobber will object to 
the enactment of such a law protecting rail- 
roads. When it vas asserted by the railroad 
pie that they bad no means of knowing 
hether the contents of packages sent by job. 
bers were first or fourtn class we offered 
, to give bonds that all shipments would be as 
represented. The odbzeetion to this was that 
they had no authority to open and examine 
packages, and then the law making misrepre- 
sentation a misdemeanor was proposed. One 
lroad man told me that if such a law could 
assed it would be worth millions to the 
railroads. For years they have suffered large 
losses through improper classifications by 
hardware men, Nuts and boits are admitted

THE CHINESE MUST GO. 


Celestial Miners Put on Board Schooners 
and Sent Away from Alaska. 


SEATTLE, W.T., August 14.—Advices from 
Alaska are to the effect that anti-Chinese 
movements have spread to that Territory. On 
August 4, at a meeting held at Juneau, it was 
decided that Chinese employed by the Alaska 
Mill and Mining Company, on Douglass Island, 
must go. A committee of this city proceeeed 
to the island and demanded of Mr. Treadwell, 
thehompany’s manager, that the Chinese be 
discarged. Treadwell refused to accede to 


the demand and the committee returned to 
Juneau and reported tothe citizens at a secret 
meeting. On the morning of the 6th 100 
miners proceeded by boat to Douglass Island, 
and in spite of Treadweli's protest assembled 
the Chinamen, eighty-six in number, at the 
wharf for shipment to Seattle by the steam 
ship Idaho. The captain of the steamer re- 
fused to receive them, and as Treadwell had 

one 40 Sitka, appealing for aid from the 
United States steamer Pinta, the miners were 
worried to find some quick means of disposing 
oftheir prisoners. There were two schooners 
lying at Dougiass Island. The committee 
chartered one of these and seized the other, 
the captain of which declined to charter his 
vessel. The Chinamen were loaded on board 
the small vessels and given 100 sacks of rice 
and some tea, The vessels then sailed tor 
Wrangle Island, butastorm aroseand they 
were unabie to land. When the Idaho 
left Alaska, they were beating about near 
Juneau, both crowded with their unwilling 
passengers.

THE RESULT WASAN EXODUS

with disreputabie houses. For years the po- 
lice have winked at these violations of the law. 
It was the wisest policy to pursue. There 
seemed to be no disposition to prosecute the 
untortunate women, 89 long as they caused 
no annovance by disturbances or thefts. Dur- 
ing this time the evil attracted no attention. 
The enforcement of the new law, which went 
into effect June 23, 1885, caused a general 
move from. the down-town localities, where 
the disreputable houses had gradually 
been moved of the main east and west 
thoroughfares to side streets. The new law 
caused the women to leave these out of 
the way places, and put the police in a 
quandary what todo with them. he first re- 
suit of the disturbance was that property 
owners along the streets that had for yeurs 
been given up to the usejof the soiledjdoves set 
about moving them. On one of the streets a 
laundry Owner, who had notoriously made 


money from this class both by 
washing and letting rooms to them 
headed a petition, which cleare 


the street and sent the woman out tothe West 
Eud. Several such petitions were foi warded 
to the Board of Police Commissioners and re- 
ferred to the Chief of Police ‘‘ with instruc- 
tions to enforce the law. He aguin referred 
the paper to the Captain commanding the dis- 
trict with similar instructions. The only law 
affecting the case is the ordinance making the 
establishment, maintenance, or residence in
